At  epparoxlsstely  li?0  PM,  SoveeThar  ?2,  1963,  while  cmlsi  ng  the  Oak  Cliff 
area  of  rsallss,  Texas,  was  Lt.  0,  L,  Ouunlnghar  and  ~ etauii vc  if.  A.  PuhV, 
we  hoerd  a radio  dispatch  interring  all  units  of  shooting  of  a police 
officer,  nivlnn  information  that  a suspect  was  in  the  balcony  section  of 
the  Texas  Theatre  located  in  tho  POO  Mori  of  West  ''efferson. 

We  proceeded  to  that  location  and  vent  into  the  theatre.  Oetectdve  Thihk 
regained  in  the  car  to  na'nta'  n liaieon  with  the  dl  snatchers  office*. 

Tit.  Cuentnrha*  and  T went  into  the  theatre  and  nr  to  the  balcony  section. 
There  xr*e  a you  nr  nan  sitting  near  the  tor  of  the  stairs  and  v*  ascertained 
fro*  manager  on  dirty  that  this  subject  'ad  been  in  the  theatre  since  about 
IP; of  w,  »s  watch  indicated  Is?'?  P.  «.  at  ♦ time.  At  this  tine  I heard 
someone  fro*  the  main  floor  say  in  a lend  voice,  "Ss's  down  here".  T ran 
downstairs  and  into  the  seating  area  of  the  wain  floor.  X saw  a uniformed 
officer  who*  T later  recognised  to  he  'T^fieer  *.  if.  “cPcnald,  attainting  to 
eubxiue  a subject  who  had  a gun.  Later  identified  as  Lna  Isarvey  Oswald. 

The  subject  Oswald  had  the  pistol  in  hie  right  hand,  his  right  ars  pinioned 
across  the  left  shoulder  of  Officer  KeCcneld.  it  the  tine  1 was  in  the 
aisle  approximately  fifteen  feet  to  the  rear  of  Officer  PoPonald. 

T>  ere  were  several  officers  nesrer  Offioei*  PePonald  than  T at  this  time. 

We  all  iramediately  converged  to  tbat  point.  On#  of  the  officers  stated 
"T  have  tNi  gun".  Ojwsld  was  then  subdued,  handcuffed  and  removed  fro* 
t e building  fo*  transporting  to  the  city  hall.
